While he was preparing to leave for 
the South a long distance telephone 
call came for him and W alter Peters 
took the message. 
The call was from 
Mrs Tarplee, widow of the deceased 
•he stated that her husband had been 
murdered and when urged for par­ 
ticulars broke down and cried and 
was unable to tell the story. Because 
•f the poor connections 
Mr. Peters 
was unable to hear all the distressed 
woman’ -said, but distinctly heard her 
•ay Scott had been murdered and 
asked that Mr. Tarplee come at once. 
Mr. Tarplee left last night and ex­ 
pected to arrive in Birmingham this 
afternoon. 
A strange coincidence is noted in 
the death. 
At about the time his son 
died. Air. Tarplee was telling 
some 
men at the Oneal store about what a 
fine position Scott had in Birming­ 
ham. In the general conversation the 
talk drifted to a discussion of the 
southern States 
and 
Mr. Tarplee 
stated that Scott had a fine position 
in a large factory in Birmingham and 
that he was getting .'long fine. Little 
did Mr. Tarplee think that at about 
this time his sen’s life had been end* 
cd.

The penalty for grand larceny is 
one to fourteen years imprison men I. 
The jury reported that Becraft was 
28 years old and this means he will

Most place him 
soon after Nehemiah’s second coming 
to Jerusalem, between 433 and 430. 
He is plain spoken, and direct, with­ 
out high eloquence, or supreme poetic 
power, but 
abounding 
in 
effective 
similes, metaphors and imagery which 
hit the mark, and do the work. W hat 
a London paper says 
of 
a 
distin­ 
guished 
man’s 
straightforward 
speeches applies well to the sermons 
of Malachi; 
“A sound and healthy 
gospel doubly welcome because ‘the 
world is waking to the consciousness 
of 
intellectual 
and 
moral 
hunger 
which only these truths can satisfy.’ ” 
If we read the later chapters of 
Nehemiah and compare the sins and 


evils Avhlch Ne'nemTari laborer Jo re­ 
form, with the sins and evils which 
Malachi denounces, it will be seen 
that both are laboring for the same 
ends, and realize the same necessity 
of reform. 
God was dishonored, and 
religion made a mere form and farce, 
by offering mean things for sacrifices, 
as polluted bread, and lame and sick 
animals, by refusing to do the sim­ 
plest service in the temple without 
pay, by refusing to pay tithes for the 
support of the temple worship, by 
being "weary of serving the Lord, by 
intermarrying with the heathen.
